3.  That  assessment  shall  not  be  levied  against  or  collected 
from  any  property  within  the  district  for  any  gross  square 
footage  devoted  to  the  operation  of  hotels. 

4.  That  assessment  shall  not  be  levied  against  or  collected 
from  properties  owned  by  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
State  of  California  or  political  subdivisions  of  the  State 
of  California,  or  from  consular  premises  of  a  consular  post. 

5.  That  an  inflationary  cap  be  placed  on  the  amount  to  be 
recovered  by  assessments. 

6.  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  be  authorized  to 
contribute  monies  from  the  General  Fund  to  reduce  the  amount 
chargeable  to  the  properties  in  the  district. 
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7.   To  make  non-substantive  changes  in  the  formulae  by  which  the 
amount  of  assessment  is  determined  so  as  to  eliminate 
uncertainty  of  meaning,  to  make  the  formulae  more  readily 
understandable  and  to  clarify  legislative  intent,) 

Supervisor  Renne,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Molinari,  moved  to 
refer  with  pending  amendments  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  sitting  as 
a  Committee  of  the  Whole  with  direction  to  the  Chair  not  to  calendar 
until  instructed  so  to  do  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Explanation  of  Vote 

Supervisor  Kopp  requested  that  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  reflect 
that  he  would  vote  for  this  motion  because  in  effect  it  is  a  motion 
to  table,  and  that  he  found  it  regrettable  that  the  City  has  wasted 
probably  close  to  a  million  dollars  on  lawyers'  fees,  consultants' 
fees  and  other  expenses  for  an  idea,  a  concept  which  is  simply  wrong 
in  terms  of  good  public  policy  for  San  Francisco.   The  Supervisor 
requested  that  the  Budget  Analyst  obtain  a  true  compilation  of  all 
the  money  which  has  been  spent  on  this  matter  by  parties,  including 
the  amount  spent  on  outside  lawyers  and  consultants,  and  that  the 
results  of  that  summary,  which  follows,  be  included  in  the  Journal 
of  Proceedings.

Statements  of  Supervisors  Renne  and  Kopp 

Supervisor  Renne  then  requested  that  the  Journal  of  Proceedings 
reflect  her  following  remarks:   "That  it  has  cost  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  to  proceed  with  an  earlier  tax  package,  'the 
Alphabet  Soup  package',  as  some  call  it.   Some  of  us  had  moved 
forward  in  attempting  to  implement  these  measures.   Others  have 
consistently  opposed  each  and  everyone  of  these  measures. 

"The  question  I  would  like  to  ask  is  if  we  all  had  taken  a 
negative  attitude  and  not  proceeded  with  any  of  these  measures,  would 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  be  in  the  unique  surplus 
position  that  it  is  today.   The  answer  is  clearly  'no'.   Sometimes 
you  have  to  spend  a  little  money  to  put  yourself  in  some  good 
financial  posture  and  that  is  precisely  what  has  happened  in  this 
case.   We  have  been  extraordinarily  fortunate." 

Supervisor  Kopp  then  requested  that  the  Journal  of  Proceedings 
reflect  this  further  statement:   "The  thought  that  you  have  to  spend 
money  from  the  pockets  of  people  trying  to  earn  a  living  and  provide 
economic  strength  to  this  City,  is  totally  repugnant  to  me,  and,  I 
believe  to  a  majority  of  San  Franciscans.   In  fact,  it's  one  of  the 
most  preposterous  of  ideas. 

"The  fact  is  that  over  a  million  dollars  has  been  wasted  on  this 
most  fanciful  of  ideas  on  how  to  go  about  not  only  suppressing 
economic  development  in  San  Francisco  and  taking  some  more  money  out 
of  the  pockets  of  people  who  pay  taxes  and  build  jobs  in  this  City. 
And  I  am  glad  to  see  a  burial  today  of  the  Transit  Core  Assessment 
District,  which  was  not  only  inappropriate,  but  absolutely  foolish, 
as  well  as  being  illegal.   And  I  would  be  pressing  it  for  a  vote  as 
quickly  as  possible  to  terminate  the  rest  of  the  foolishness,  which 
is  the  Transit  Development  Fee,  that,  unless  repealed  by  this  Board, 
is  likely  to  result  in  a  waste  of  over  another  million  dollars, 
including  exposure  of  the  City's  tax  payers  to  attorneys'  fees  and 
litigation  expenses  to  the  successful  litigants."

Statement  of  Quentin  L.  Kopp 

"We  are  asked  to  adopt  a  resolution  opposing  an  election  to 
recall  the  Mayor.   I  am  pleased  to  note  at  the  outset  that  this 
resolution  has  been  materially  cleaned  up  since  its  inception.   I 
compliment  all  of  you  for  that,  but  to  me  it  remains  unacceptable 
because  its  adoption  would  be  fundamentally  wrong. 

"There  seem  to  be  three  arguments  advanced  on  behalf  of  this 
resolution: 

"First,  that  a  recall  would  expose  the  rest  of  us  to  the 
exercise  by  the  voters  of  their  rights  under  the  California 
Constitution  and  the  City  Charter.   We  are,  of  course,  exposed  to 
these  procedures,  and  that  is  as  it  should  be.   I  cannot  join  in 
suggesting  that  this  Board  seek  to  insulate  elected  officials 
generally  from  the  exercise  by  the  voters  of  their  fundamental 
rights. 
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"Second,  it  has  been  suggested  that  recall  elections  cost 
money.   Of  course  they  do.   Democracy  has  costs  as  well  as  benefits, 
and  I  have  never  considered  the  exercise  of  democracy  a  waste  of  the 
taxpayer's  money.   I  am  not  going  to  take  such  a  position  now. 
Although  it  is  unfortunate  that  expenses  would  be  incurred  when  a 
regular  election  is  available  in  November,  the  petitioners  are 
exercising  a  process  legitimately  available  to  them.   The  wiser 
process  may  be  to  wait  until  November,  so  as  to  avoid  costs. 
However,  some  35,000  voting  residents  have  elected  to  do  otherwise, 
and  elected  officials,  in  respect  for  the  same  process,  need  to 
allow  it  to  run  its  course.   They,  like  the  voters,  in  the  process 
of  checks  and  balances,  must  respect  available  avenues  of  expression. 

"Third,  the  resolution  purports  to  state  a  fact  with  which  it  is 
not  my  place  as  a  Board  member  either  to  agree  or  disagree,  namely, 
that  nothing  the  Mayor  has  done  amounts  to  grounds  for  recall.   By 
whose  standards  is  that  to  be  judged?   Certainly  not  by  mine,  or  by 
those  of  the  Board  as  a  whole.   If  I  were  to  agree  officially  with 
the  statements  in  this  resolution,  it  would  be  used  by  some  to  beat 
still  more  upon  those  who  initiated  the  petition  for  an  election. 
The  law  is  quite  clear  that  the  voters  are  to  be  free  to  set  the 
standards  by  which  any  recall  is  to  be  judged.   The  law  contains  no 
limitation  on  the  reasons  for  a  recall  or  the  time,  except  for 
barring  one  within  six  months  after  an  elected  official  takes 
office.   Whatever  my  personal  views,  I  am  not  willing  to  undermine 
that  right  of  the  voters,  and  I  do  not  think  the  Board  as  a  whole 
should  do  so. 

"I  take  no  pleasure  in  anyone's  distress.   If  the  Mayor  of  our 
City  is  in  distress,  I  find  that  regrettable  and  unfortunate,  but 
that  is  not  a  reason  to  depart  from  settled  constitutional 
principles. 

"There  can  be  no  higher  good  for  elected  officials  in  the  conduct 
of  their  office  than  adherence  to  the  Constitution  and  the  laws;  and 
surely,  the  very  heart  of  our  system  is  the  right  of  voters  peace- 
fully, legally  and  non-violently  to  express  themselves  without  being 
beat  upon  by  some  in  the  media  or  by  us.   The  safeguards  against 
recalls  built  into  the  Charter  by  the  great  deal  of  work  required  to 
bring  one  about  have  been  wholly  ignored.   Instead,  the  reported 
initiators  of  the  measure  have  be  subjected  to  a  massive  barrage  of 
what  can  only  be  characterized  as  'red  baiting,'  not  to  mention  the 
spectacle  of  a  legislator  running  off  to  Sacramento  to  try 
unconstitutionally  to  change  the  rules  in  the  middle  of  the  game. 
This  circus  is  supposed  to  be  helpful  to  the  Mayor,  to  us,  and  to 
respect  for  government?   I  cannot  disregard  the  cloud  which  all  of 
this  hysteria  has  caused  over  any  action  we  now  take. 

"It  was  only  a  little  over  three  decades  ago  that  Mr.  Justice 
William  O.  Douglas,  in  Terminello  V.  Chicago  (1949)  337  U.S.  1, 
wrote  : 

'A  function  of  free  speech  under  our  system  of 
government  is  invite  dispute.   It  may  indeed 
best  to  serve  its  high  purpose  when  it  induces 
a  condition  of  unrest,  creates  dissatisfaction 
with  conditions  as  they  are,  or  even  stirs 
people  to  anger.  '   (emphasis  added) 

"The  simple  fact  is  that  there  will  be  a  recall  election  if  the 
legal  requirements  are  met.   I  will  not  second  guess  the  wisdom  of 
the  framers  of  our  State  Constitution  and  our  Charter,  and  I  doubt 
that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  this  City  (or  the  Mayor,  for  that 
matter)  that  any  supervisor  do  so. 
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"My  vote  is  not  an  expression  of  approval  or  disapproval  of  the 
merits  of  the  recall  election.   The  people  of  San  Francisco  do  not 
need  me  or  any  other  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  guide 
them  in  deciding  that  issue,  and  it  is  wrong  for  the  Board  to 
dictate  what  some  members  perceive  to  be  'good  sense'  to  an 
electorate  which  has  performed  no  illegal  acts,  but  rather,  has 
followed  the  Constitution,  the  State  Elections  Code  and  the  City 
Charter . 

"I  shall  have  no  further  comment."
